WHAT THE PRIMARY INDICATES

The gubérnatoriag primtry held in
this State on the second day of this
month was a rather listiess sort of
affair, but the Democrats have rea-
86n to feel optimistic because of sev-
eral facts that it demonstrated.

No definite issue has di-
vided the party into factions, and a
candidate has been nominated who
hajls from the very strongho'd of
BEdwin P. Morrow, and one who car-
ried nmot only his own district, but
every distriet in the State, losipg
4hem by very small pluralities.

And the primary gshowed, also,
potwithstanding the light vote cast,
thet Kéntucky Demoerats believed in
the present administration well
enough to uphold Governor Black,
and it presages that when he makes
the race for re-election in November
there will be few Democrats who
will support the Republican nominee
because of his promise to inaugurate
a “house-cleaning” at Frankfort.
KentucKy Democrats are apparently
satisfied with the policy of Governor
James D. Black.

Not only Democrats, but: inde-
pendent voters will support Governor
Black in the November election.
For they realize that they cannot ex-
pect Kentucky polities to be reformed
by the election of Mr. Morrow. The
only way to reform Kentucky poli-
ties is to reform the Democratic
party. Whether a Democratic ad-
ministration is good or bad, no great
jmprovement can be expected from a
Republican Governor” and a Demo-

The executive
duties of a State Governor now do
not require ability as much as the
ability to direct legislation does,
And it is here that a Republican
Governor'’s hands would be tied.
